This investigation was predicated upon a telephone 
call that was made by 5 SAM STEIGER, Republican, 
State of Arizona, to ROBERT E. GEBHARDT, Special Agent in 
Charge, Federal Bureau of Investigation, Phoenix, Arizona 
during the late evening hours of August 17, 1970 where 
Congressman STEIGER informed that he was currently campaigning 
for re-election to Congress and that he had a source who in 
the recent past had turned over to him some tapes obtained 
from a “legal wire tap" since one party knew the conversation 
was being taped. Congressman STEIGER did not disclose the 
mature of the tapes except that they concerned various 
persons in Arizona. According to Congressman STEIGER this 
Source was going to meet him during the late evening hours 
of August 17, 1970 to furnish him with tapes from illegal 
wire taps. Congressman STEIGER said that if he did make

Racing given clean bill o | health, 


Funk says in reply to Castro vow 


Arthur Funk, one of Arizona's dog 
irack operators, asserted yesterday that 
pari-mutuel racing in Arizona “has beer 
given a clean bill of health." 


Funk was replying to last Thursday's 
press conference statement by Raul Cas- 
tro, Democratic candidate for governor, 
pledging a full and complete probe of 
dog and horse-racing in the state if he 
is elected. 


Funk, board chairman of Funks’ Grey- 
hound Racing Circuit, said the Arizona 
Racing Commission, on June 2, granted 
all licenses to the Funk-operated tracks 
at Phoenix, Tucson, Black Canyon, 
Apache Junction, Prescott, Yuma and 
Amado. 


He said the commission made favora- 
- ble findings “on questions involving the 
integrity, honesty and fair dealings on 
the part of the management of Funks’ 


Greyhound Racing Circuit, Inc. and the 
owners of all tracks in the state.” 


Funk said he has asked Republican 
Gov. Williams fo release the findings of 
investigations of the tracks “in order 
that confidence in Arizona racing can be 
restored.” 


Funk also branded as “untrue” recent 
charges by George Harry Johnson, a 
former Funk employe, that telephones 
of a congressman and others were wire- 
tapped in order to thwart a probe of 
racing operators. 


“We did not authorize any such activity, 


nor do we know of any wiretapping by 
anyone,” Funk said. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
now probing Johnson’s charges, and US. 
Attorney Richard Burke has said he ex- 
pects a federal grand jury to go into the

Nothing Illegal Found 
Over Racing: Governor

*No evidence of any illégal act or malfeas- 


, ance was discovered” concerning the affairs 


of the Arizona State Racing Commission that 
was recently under investigation," Governor 
Williams said today. 


In answering the claim of his Democratic op- 
ponent, Raul Castro, that parimutuel racing in 
Arizona should be further probed, Williams 
said that an investigation by the state auditor 
general, the state attorney general and the 


| legislature revealed “no evidence of any ille- 


gal actions.” 
“ARIZONA IS IN sound financial condition,” 


. Williams declared in answer to another of 
' | Castro’s charges that the state is going through 
a mild recession. 


The chief executive pointed out that this 
year’s tax rate has been reduced from $2.20 
per $100 assessed valuation to $1.65, which “is 
a result of the responsible spending and tax- 
ing policies of the Republican administration 
over the past four years.” 


Concerning the racing question, Williams 


" said that some generalized allegations of im- 


propriety were leveled at members of the rac- 
ing commission, but “no evidence of any ille- 


gal act was discovered.” 


In the wake of additional “unsupported 
charges,” Williams said he urged state offi- 
cials and legislators to “force complete co- 


! operation in this matter so that we might dis- 
cover the full facts of ownership, operating

practices, reporting procedures and every 
other aspect of parimutuel racing.” 


NO ILLEGAL ACIS were uncovered, Wil- 
liams emphasized. 
He said a current allegation that an individ- 


ual or individuals engaged in tapping private 


telephone conversations is under investigation 
by the U.S. district attorney for Arizona, the 
FBI, and the state attorney general. 

"I have complete confidence that if there 
has been wrong-doing, the U. S. district at- 
torney and those working with him will take 


proper action. It is unfortunate that my politi- | 
cal opponent, who is a lawyer and was a !
